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McCarthy 
May Testify 
Next Week 


Censure Hearings Of 
Wisconsin Senator 
Recess Until Tuesday 


WASHINGTON OR—Sen. McCar­ 
thy probably will testify early next 
week a* his own chief witness 
against censure charges. 
That prospect—with its attendant 
likelihood of fireworks—took t h e 
m ajor share of attention today as 
Senate investigators, their own rec- 
' ord virtually complete on accusa­ 
tions they chose as the major ones, 
turned to the question of what to 
do with remaining counts. 
The special Senate committee it­ 
self is in recess until Tuesday, be­ 
cause of the funeral of Sen. May 
bank (D-SC) today and the Labor 
Day holiday Monday. B u t staff 
members were busy with closed- 
door studies of the 33 charges yet 
to be disposed of. 
Just what happens Tuesday is 
undecided, 
since the committee 
has promised to do something with 
every one of 46 counts. 
“ We haven’t closed the door on 
anything,” said Chairman Watkins 
(R-Utah). 
But the general expectation is 
that the committee, perhaps after 
a little more tag-ends evidence of 
its own, will turn m atters over to 
the defense. 
“ I anticipate I will be a wit­ 
ness,” McCarthy told newsmen. 
Neither he nor his lawyer, Ed­ 
ward Bennett Williams, was dis­ 
closing strategy. They would not 
say whether there will be any wit­ 
nesses besides McCarthy himself. 
The only announcement from Wil­ 
liams was that “ we’ll be ready to 
go on Tusday.” 
Tha hearings so far have been 
almost entirely a rehash of old 
records and testimony. 
Under orders from the Senate, 
tha committee is considering a 
resolution by Sen. Flanders (R- 
Vt) to condemn McCarthy’s con­ 
duct as tending to bring the Senate 
Into disrepute. Backing up the res­ 
olution,

Morse (Ind-Ore) and Fulbright <D- 
Ark) aimed 46 overlapping, speci­ 
fic charges against McCarthy. 
To get things started, the com­ 
mittee skipped some charges and 
lumped the others into five major 
categories. Working with unexpect­ 
ed speed, it finished putting into 
the record by midafternoon yester, 
day the documentary evidence, 
mostly from transcripts of prior 
hearings of other committees. 
The two categories covered yes­ 
terday were charges that McCar­ 
thy (I) may have violated the es­ 
pionage law by bringing into the 
recent McCarthy-Army hearings a 
document quoting a secret FBI re­ 
port, and (2) urged government 
employes to break the law and 
violate their oaths of office by giv­ 
ing him secret information. 
Long excerpts from the Army- 
McCarthy hearings were read into 
the record retracing the story of 
how McCarthy produced last May 
4 what he said was a letter from 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, re­ 
lating to security at the Army ra­ 
dar laboratory at Ft. Monmouth, 
N.J. 
It was . a 
2V4-page document 
which Hoover later was quoted as 
saying contained verbatim pas­ 
sages from a 15-page memoran­ 
dum the FBI had sent to the Army 
intelligence service. He said he 
hadn’t written the 2V4-page docu­ 
ment itself. 
Also into the record — from the 
Army-McCarthy transcript — went 
a letter from Atty. Gen. Brownell 
declaring Hoover had told him “he 
never wrote any such letter” as 
the abbreviated document McCar­ 
thy produced. The latter document, 
he said, was “not authentic” in 
that Hoover never wrote it. 
Brownell said, furthermore, that 
the document involved “ an unau­ 
thorized use of classified informa­ 
tion” and “ serious harm ” would 
result from ignoring secrecy labels 
on FBI papers. The document was 
never made public.

But there is far less confidence 
that this formula will promote Eu­ 
ropean unity. Some other device 
may have to be found for that. 
As Washington views the situa­ 
tion, the tragedy of French de­ 
struction of the proposal for a Eu­ 
ropean Defense Community is that 
EDC would have served both de­ 
signs. 
Diplomatic authorities say pri­ 
vately the first dangers of the EDC 
defeat a p p a r e n t l y have been 
weathered successfully. 
There had been deep concern 
here about a violent reaction in 
West Germany, including angry 
statements against France, out­ 
bursts of extreme German nation­ 
alism and the like. State Depart­ 
ment officials said that has not hap­ 
pened. They regard as encourag­ 
ing the moderate tone of German 
reaction, based on the theme of 
getting 
on 
with 
the 
task 
of 
strengthening 
Europe’s 
defenses 
and unity. 
Another fear was that American 
reaction 
might 
take 
a 
violent 
swing. Some officials now concede 
that perhaps EDC was oversold as 
a solution for Europe’s troubles. 
If it failed, there was always rn 
certainty that some other Europe­ 
an defense plan, however much 
less desirable, would have to be 
found. 
The ways still open in a practi­ 
cal sense appear to embrace only 
two possibilities. 
First, the American and British 
government now favor solving the 
German rearm am ent problem by 
making West Germany a member 
of the 14-nation 
North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
Second, should the NATO plan 
fail, London and Washington ap­ 
pear to have an understanding 
that they must then try to rearm 
Germany directly. They would pre­ 
fer to do whatever they do with the 
a p p r o v a l and cooperation of 
France. 
Britain has already proposed an 
eight-nation emergency conference 
to begin drafting a new plan for 
West German rearm am ent. It was 
reported yesterday that the Unit­ 
ed States was inclined to agree 
to the proposal, although no formal 
word has been received from Bri­ 
tain on it. 
The rearm am ent of Germany un­ 
der NATO — or directly without 
NATO membership and perhaps 
over the objection of France — 
would appear to work against Eu­ 
ropean unity. 
It would seem to put new values 
on nationalism in Europe, to re­ 
create some of the situations which 
existed before World War II inso­ 
far as distrust between France and 
Germany is concerned. 
Balanced against this, in the eyes 
of officials here, is the strong pro- 
European policy and leadership of 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer’s gov­ 
ernment. Yet it is a government 
headed by an old man. Another 
of the unknowns of European pol­ 
itics which causes concern here is 
what will happen when Adenauer 
ceases to exercise a powerful in­ 
fluence on West German conduct.

While Secretary of State Dulles is in Manila 
to see about a Southeastern Asia Treaty Or­ 
ganization to match the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, some questions are being asked 
by some of his countrymen. 
They are wondering whether it is advisable 
in all these situations to put the United States 
into a position where it can be left high and 
dry by every government with other m atters on 
its mind. France’s parliamentary decision to 
scuttle the European Defense Community after 
some 28 months of suspense raises that par­ 
ticular question. 
Another question concerns the traditional re­ 
lationship between proposition and opposition. 
The United States has done all the proposing, 
leaving the rest of the world to do the oppos­ 
ing—which it can be relied on to do with great 
enthusiasm. Why doesn’t the United S t a t e s 
leave some of the proposing to the other na­ 
tions? 
A third question involves isolation. Secretary 
Dulles reassured European governments after 
collapse of EDC that the United States would 
not withdraw into isolation. The question here 
is whether Europeans needed this reassurance 
about Americans half as much as Americans 
needed it about Europeans. From where an 
ordinary American sits these days, surrounded 
by news of foreign rebuffs and reports on for­ 
eign aid, it looks as if the United States had 
taken up internationalism and the rest of the 
world had taken up isolationism. 
Might it be better diplomatic psychology, all 
things concerned, to urge all the countries 
threatened by the Communist conspiracy to tell 
what they intend to do in behalf of their se­ 
curity, for a change? 


Obeying The Law 
The New York Times gave special attention 
to the opening of school in Hobbs, N. M., one 
of many communities that must decide what to 
do about the end of educational segregation. 
A local agitator in Hobbs, with 400 colored 
children scheduled for non-segregated educa­ 
tion this year had been doing his best to stir 
up trouble. 
But when school opened in Hobbs last Mon­ 
day, there was no trouble. White children and 
the colored children went where they had been 
assigned by the Hobbs school board. There was 
compliance with the laws of the United States. 
But more importantly, there was compliance 
with a higher law that says men should love 
one another. 
• 
In hundreds of communities in regions of the 
United States where educational segregation 
has been practiced men will be urged to make 
trouble over the Supreme Court’s finding that 
segregation is contrary to the spirit and letter 
of the 14th amendment to the Constitution. The 
trouble-maners may be disappointed; they were 
disappointed in Hobbs. N. M., because they 
underestimated Christianity. 


In remote New Guinea areas, painted and 
feather-decked natives still make Stone Age 
tools, says the National Geographic Society. 
Visitors are astonished al the speed and com­ 
petence with which stone axes split logs and 
cut trees. Only a few' older tribesmen, how­ 
ever, still specialize in turning out only ground 
and polished implements sometimes months in 
the making. 


Vice President Nixon talked like a Dutch 
uncle to Republican national 
committeemen 
when they m et in Cincinnati. He is reported to 
have told them to quit fighting among them­ 
selves and “ run scared.” 
This expression means the Republicans should 
be aware of what it would mean to lose the 
1954 congressional campaign. 
Democratic majorities in the House and Sen­ 
ate would mean that both the House and Sen­ 
ate would be organized by Democrats. In that 
event. President Eisenhower would be isolated 
in the White House by an opposition determin­ 
ed to discredit both his personal leadership and 
his party. 
A voter does not have to be a strong partisan 
to understand why this would be a political 
tragedy. The Democrats have no program. They 
have no issues. They have no leadership. The 
only way they could get into a position to 
paralyze the leadership that President Eisen­ 
hower wants to provide would be through Re­ 
publican default. The Associated Press quotes 
Nixon as saying. “ The swing is going to be 
completely to the left and the Republican party 
will be as dead as the dodo bird if it fails 
to come out on top in the congressional elec­ 
tions.” 
This is not putting the case too strongly, 
under the circumstances. Moderation in public 
affairs would be dead as a dodo, too, if mid­ 
way through the first Republican administra­ 
tion in 20 years the congressional elections 
went by default to the scattered survivors of a 
coalition with nothing to offer but more in­ 
flation, more wild spending, more corruption 
and, presumably, more war. 
Republicans aren’t the only ones who should 
be “ running scared.” Every citizen with a 
stake in moderation should be "running scared” 
in 1954.

THE ACHESON policy 
toward

ing conquered by Red China, it 
also prevents Chiang Kai - shek 
from invading the mainland. In 
I effect, it neutralized Formosa. 
Chiang, however, has succeeded 
( in conducting some 
unimportant 
raids on the mainland, the objec­ 
tive of which was not military vic­ 
tory but espionage and contact 
with underground groups. 
The Acheson policy continued to 
prevail to some degree up to the 
j Geneva Conference. It is now be­ 
ing revamped. The significance of 
i current excitement in the Far East 
I arises from the 
calling 
of 
the 
Manila Conference which meets on 
Sept. 6. 


IT IS POLITICALLY 
essential 
for Red China to capture these 
islands and even 
Formosa. 
As 
long as Chiang continues to hold 
Formosa, an anti-Communist un­ 
derground movement will continue 
to exist and might grow in force 
as more elements on t h e m ain­ 
land become dissatisfied or can be 
disaffected. 
There is an old Chinese tradi­ 
tion 
on this subject. When 
the 
Manchus conquered China, tradi­ 
tion 
has it that the last of 
the 
Mings took 
refuge on Formosa 
and from that island sought to re­ 
capture China. 
A 
Chinese 
pirate, a supporter 
of the Mings, who went by the his­ 
toric name of Koxinga, ravaged 
the Chinese 
coast. 
He 
actually 
drove the Dutch out of Formosa. 
The 
Mings 
were a Chinese dy­ 
nasty; the Manchus were aliens. 
Koxinga 
failed 
to 
restore 
the 
Mings. 


HOWEVER. TWO secret patriot­ 
ic societies, the Hung Pang and 
the Tsin Pang, the Red and Green 
Societies, were organized and for 
not quite three hundred years, un­ 
til] 
19 11, 
these 
organizations 
worked 
underground 
to 
restore 
China to the Chinese. 
The Revolution of 1911. which 
made China a republic, led by Sun 
Yat-sen, was the achievement of 
these secret societies. Many of the 
principal leaders of the Revolution 
were members of these secret so­ 
cieties. Ningpo, a port in Chekiang 
province, was a center of Tsin 
Pang activity. 
Chiang Kai-shek is 
a 
Ningpo 
man, a protege, in his yc*ith, of 
I the Chen family which was active 
in the Revolution, actually seizing 
Shanghai for Sun Yat-sen. It is 
probable that Chiang in his youth 
was a mem ber of the Tsin Pang, 
although I cannot know it for a 
fact, as these societies remained 
j secret in my days in China, only 
a few leaders making themselves 
publicly known. 


SUN YAT-SEN told me stories 
of the heroism of the secret so­ 
ciety members on many occasions 
and said that without them the 
1911 Revolution could not have suc­ 
ceeded. 
I am convinced from what I 
observe happening in China to­ 
day that the islands off the coast 
of Chekiang, held by Chiang Kai- 
shek, are again being 
used 
as 
bases for patriotic secret society 


I activity. 
There are families on some of 
those islands, 
particularly those 
close to Ningpo. that have a tra­ 
dition of 
patriotism 
that 
never 
could be watered down by Marx­ 
ian dialectics. There are families 
who number many ancestors who 
died in the nearly three-century 
battle to save China from alien 
rule. 


A VERY LARGE part of the 
population of Shanghai consists of 
Ningpo families 
and 
their 
ties 
would still be strong to the con­ 
cept that no 
foreign 
conqueror 
may be tolerated on China’s soil. 
The 
n e w 
American 
policy 
seems to be developing in the di- 
! rection of using our fleet to de­ 
fend these islands as well as For­ 
mosa. From these 
islands 
such 
ports as Shanghai, Ningpo, Amoy, 
Swratow and Foochow can easily 
be blockaded. If air bases exist 
on them, as they undoubtedly do, 
the mainland can be bombed from 
close range. 
Adm. Felix B. Stump has given 
the Red Chinese every indication 
that seizure of any of these islands 
will be resisted. If this policy is 
carried out, it will be a definite 
diplomatic defeat for Chou En- 
lai, and from the standpoint 
of 
practicality, vitiates 
his 
success

signed to tide thousands of families 
over a recession in the coal fields, 
remodeling layoffs in the auto in­ 
dustry and the summ er slump in 
steel. 
Tile distribution of part of the 
457.000.000 pounds of government 
surplus 
butter 
and 
millions 
of 
tins of beef and gravy, cheese, po­ 
tatoes, non-fat dry milk, shorten­ 
ing and assorted types of beans is 
aimed at picking up the lag in hard 
hit areas which the government ex­ 
pects to revive economically with 
multi - billion dollar military and 
road construction expenditures. 
Based on Agricultural Depart­ 
ment reports. Pittsburgh is the na­ 
tion’s worst hit city and the recip­ 
ient of the largest amount of sur­ 
plus food 


BECAUSE OF THE coal field 
slump — soon to be partially eased 
by federal spending of over $200.- 
000.000 on the purchase and distri­ 
bution of the black fuel — Pennsyl­ 
vania leads all states in distribu­ 
tion of free surplus food. 
Pennsylvania 
labor 
and 
state 
sources report that some 600.000 
persons have been aided by the 
free food program. And right be­ 
hind the coal and steel state, ac­ 
cording to the Agricultural Depart­ 
ment. which supervises the sur­ 
plus food warehouses, are W e s t 
Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Oklahoma. 
This breakdown is determined by 
the department on the basis of 
food shipped — and doesn’t neces­ 
sarily reflect joblessness in these 
states. Pennsylvania, h o w e v e r , 
does have more distressed labor 
m arket areas than most o t h e r 
states. 


THE SHIPMENT and distribu­ 
tion of food is aimed at more than 
just passing a handout to workers 
caught for th? moment in the na­ 
tion’s shifting of economic gear s. 
This free food is distributed to 
help not only the jobless but also 
the partia lly employed and those 
large families hit by the high cost 
of living. The food is no dole. 
; 


It is there for the asking — in 
any area where state and county 
officials are convinced by union 
and civic organizations to request 
it from the Department of Agricul­ 
ture. It has been available f o r 
years — but the current distribu­ 
tion began after labor learned of 
the availability of the food when 
tons of it were distributed during 
last y ear’s droughts. 
In some parts of Pennsylvania, 
for example, authorities distribute 
the food to single men and women 
with incomes up to $32.50 a week. 
The eligibility limit for families 
runs to a weekly income of $112.50 
—if there are nine dependents. 


THE FOOD IS shipped into cen­ 
tral depots in carload lots — pre­ 
paid — by the government, which 
scoops the surplus out of its near­ 
est warehouse. The provisions are 
then reshipped to the proper dis­ 
tribution 
agencies. 
Many 
times, 
regular grocery stores offer their 
facilities to make the free food 
more 
easily 
available 
in 
their 
neighborhoods. 
It’s all done on a basis of cou­ 
pons — with the slips having a 
trade - in value based on the num­ 
ber of people involved. The cou­ 
pons usually call for two cans of 
beef and gravy and a pound each 
of every other commodity per per­ 
son. The amounts are not uniform 
throughout the nation, but the cou­ 
pon principle is. Then, after the 
first allotment is exhausted and re­ 
plenished. new coupons are recog­ 
nized or issued. 
The CIO’s National Community 
Services Committee, directed by 
Leo Perlis, has developed a tech- 1 
nique for request and wide distri- 1 
bution of the free surplus foods. It 
is urging its state and regional 
councils to create agencies to han­ 
dle the government surplus foods. 
IT SEEKS THE launching of cit­ 
izens’ committees, to set up policy 
on certification and eligibility and 
especially distribution. There al­ 
ready are such groups in some 
areas 
m ade 
up 
of 
merchants, 
truckers, wholesalers and l a b o r 
people to arrange for the unload­ 
ing of freight cars, providing of 
storage space, food trucking and 
the refrigeration of perishables— 
as well as the final distribution 
from privately owned stores. 
Out of all this is evolving a spir­ 
it of community wide cooperation 
—and a series of “ Operation Boot­ 
strap” in many cities on which I 
will soon report — which will help 
carry many working families and 
their communities as well over the 
hump. 
With 62,000,000 persons working, 
the 3,500.000 to 4.000.000 jobless 
too, while they wait for a break, 
will get a helping hand and food. 
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Censure Hearing Frec Of Legal Ties 


The public has been getting the 
wrong impression as to the nature 
of the hearing by the special Sen­ 
ate 
committee 
of 
six which 
is 
investigating 
the 
resolution 
pro­ 
posing censure against Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy. It is not by any means a 
“judicial” hearing, such as takes 
place in a court of law. 
For here the judges, 
the jury 
and the prosecutors are all the 
same people. Even if a ‘ju ro r’’— 
in this case a senator — has ex­ 
pressed an opinion beforehand, he 
isn’t disqualified from sitting on 
the “jury .” 
The only thing that resembles a 
judicial inquiry in the committee 
of six is the 
m anner 
of 
taking 
evidence. The 
procedure 
other­ 
wise is pretty much in line with the 
flexibility 
senators 
have always 
exercised in their committee pro­ 
ceedings. 
Thus, Senators Flanders of Ver- 
mount, Morse of Oregon and Ful- 
bright of Arkansas 
f i l e d 
the 
charges 
against Sen. 
McCarthy, 
and yet they will sit on the sena­ 
torial “ jury” and vote. 
The Vermount Senator isn t to 
be called as a witness, because he 
says he has no first-hand 
know­ 
ledge of the charges, but neverthe­ 
less he made public this week a 
letter designed to influence the so­ 
called “ court.” This is, of course, 
within his senatorial prerogative. 
Yet, no letters are usually sent 
by a prosecuting attorney dem and­ 
ing that the jury place emphasis

and 
data. 
These presentations are u s u a l l y 
made in open court and 
not 
by 
complainants or by witnesses. 


NOT LONG 
AGO, 
when t h e 
Stevens-Schme-Cohn charges were 
aired, the opponents of Sen.

There has been no showing, more­ 
over. that anyone sought to injure 
the United States by furnishing the 
data to a senator. Tile law’ pro­ 
vides that such 
injury 
must 
be 
shown to have been deliberately 
intended 
by anyone who trans­ 
mitted the data. Otherwise, it is 
not a violation of law. 
Corruption 
under 
the Truman 
administration was covered up un­ 
til faithful employes did tell m em ­ 
bers of Congress privately about it 
because their s u p e r i o r officers 
were themselves involved in the 
scandals. Similarly, treason could 
be fostered if executive employes 
didn’t tip off somebody on the 
outside — in Congress — as to 
what was going on. 
Fortunately, Sen. Mundt and his 
t h r e e Republican colleagues in 
their report deal w’lth the question 
of an employe’s duty 
in 
a 
far 
more realistic sense. It is an un­ 
solved constitutional question and 
hardly furnishes the basis for a 
censure charge against a senator 
who merely brings into the open 
a concept that has long prevailed 
among members of Congress. 
Charges against Sen. McCarthy, 
if dealt with on a strictly legal 
basis, w'ill not conform to the con­ 
stitutional definition of “disorder­ 
ly behavior,” where the term 
is 
properly used in the precedents 
of censure cases. 
But if the Hitler approach is to 
be applied. Sen. McCarthy can be 
censured. For it will be recalled 
that the Nazi leader ordered the 
judges on 
the 
bench 
to decide 
cases, not on the basis of the law 
or the constitution of Germany, but 
on the basis of “ public sentiment” 
in their respective localities.

F THE headhunting business has fallen of! 
lately in New Guinea, it may be due to

American Museum of Natural History. 
Second only to Greenland in size, the tropi­ 
cal island of New Guinea, 316,861 square 
miles, has been the scene of countless inva­ 
sions ever since Antonio d’Abreau, Portu­ 
guese explorer, first sighted its shores in 
1511. Unlike previous invasions, the Arch­ 
bold Expedition concentrated on zoological 
and botanical life, returning to the United 
States with 98,000 plant and animal speci­ 
mens gathered during an eight-month stay 
in the eastern part of the Territory of Papua, 
Australian New Guinea. 
To help with the collection and camp-mak­ 
ing and to aid in hauling the two tons of 
supplies and equipment needed by the trio 
of American scientists, Leonard J. Brass, 
Hobart M. Van Deusen and Geoffrey M. 
Tate, on the expedition, nine fulltim e na­ 
tive workers and some 70 part-time porters 
were hired. 
While the expedition may have used much 
valuable time in gathering specimens of tree- 
climbing kangaroos, “flying foxes,” and gold­ 
en brown ringtail possums, it lost no time in 
collecting “six-o'clock crickets,” 3-inch ci­ 
cadas with green eyes whose chirping is so 
regular people set their watches by them.
